THE PHOPOSBD LOAW OP .^VOjOOO. 

An Explanatory Ocrmmunicatiozi tsm. 
the 2Xa7or. 

To THE Editor of The Colonist: — 
Sir, — In the Standard of the 9th inst. 
a letter appears on the proposed 070,- 
000 city loan. The great anxiety of 
the writer, who signs himself "Anxious 
Citizen," is apjiarently to confuse tho 
minds of the voters with respect to the 
loan and prevent , thein,^< if . •(lossible^ 
voting in its favor. ' "Anxious fciti-' 
sen" states that tho May'or shows con- 
clusively that no furtlier taxation is 
necessary by the simple statemei.t: — 
"It would simply be taken from one 
item and added to another." Now this 
"simple, "statement" has originated in 
the brain of " Anxious Citizen," as the 
Mayor never made it. The Mayor has, 
however, stated that no additional 
taxation would, he tliouglit, be necess- 
ary if the loan is raised, anil I propose 
to endeavor to show that thi.s state- 
ment is correct: 

For the §70,000 loan it will require 
to pay, interest and sinking.ifunclj:-.'tbe 
sum of "56^300 yeai-ly. In order" to 
secure this amount it is necessary to 
set aside a definite portion of the real 
C8tat« tax, and it is found that a rate 
of one-fourth of one per cent, will be 
sufficient. Tho new by-law authorizes 
a tax.6o this amount to be levicid; 'bu£- 
it oiUBtLbe clearly understood that' this 
is noc an additional tax, but really a 
portion of tho present Ui.y of one per 
cent appropriated for thi.s special pur- 
j>o.se in accordance with the act, as 
further on the by-law reduces tho rate 
of one per cent, to eleven-twentieths of 
one per cent The real-estate tax will 
continue, therefore, as now— one per"

^When the last loan was raided a simi- 
lar provision was made for interest and 
sinking fund, the amount then levied 
being one-tenth of one per cent,; but 
real-estate owners aro quite aware that 
they have paid no additional taxation 
on' that account. The above will, I 
think, clearly show that it".'i8 not, ne- 
cessary to add to the present rate of 
taxation in order to provide for the 
loan. Tho question then arises, is it 
advisable and for the benefit of the 
city that this new loan of §70,000 
should be raised ) 1 wi.sh here candidly 
to state I believe it i.s, and the majority 
of tho Council aro of that opinion. It 
must be borne in mind that this view- 
has not been hurriedly arrived at; but 
is the result of careful consideration 
and full knowledge of the fact.s. I 
consider this loan would have tho ten- 
dency to decrease rather than to in- 
crease taxation, and my reasons for so 
thinking are these : In 1877 and 1S7S 
it was found necessary in consequence 
of faulty construction, at ,tho waiter 
works, and also for the'purpose of ren- 
doriiig the supply of' water liioro gen- 
eral, that a largo amount of money 
should bo expended on the head works 
and on extension of pipes. This out- 
lay, though much objected to, has real- 
ly been a good investment for tho city, 
as'can be seen by tho fact that the re- 
venue of tho water. works (at that time 
•S^OOOO a year) liaa been incrca.scd till it 
now amounts to §20,000, and without 
any material increase of cost of water 
to the consumer. Tho condition of the 
water-works-is' to-tlay infinitely liotter 
than ever before. They now pay in- 
terest and .sinking fund and all running 
expenses and a considerable amount 
over. The water is deliverod to con- 
sumers purer than hitherto, being now 
filtered, unti the main works are for 
the first; time in their history in really 
good condition. ■ In the place of rotten 
walls we have thoroughly good ones (as 
far as the old ones have been rciihiced) 
that will last for a century, and in 
placo of oflensivo mud-holes, there nro 
good, clean filter-beds. Thi.s can be 
verified by anyone who will take the 
trouble to visit the head works. 

But still the fact remainsthatthecity 
is not fully supplied with water though 
all parts pay a share of taxation for 
water purposes. Then there is the so 
rious fault that there are no roservoirit 
and only one lino of pipe from the 
head'tb supply the ciVfl Should ' any 
accident happen (which it must be ad- 
mitted is possible) to this one lino the 
city would bo absolutely witliout 
water, and in the event of fire under 
such circumstances would be quite at 
the mercy of the flame?. Should tho 
proposed loan 'be eflected the present 
deticiencips of the works could be re- 
medied, a full supply of water given to 
every part of the city, and safely 
against firo insured by always havii.g 
a supply of water acco.ssiljle irrespect- 
ive of the one line of pipe, and an addi- 
tion would be made to revenue of 
Water Works;! vAsiit.bas.been shown 
that with a former outlay on the works 
the rovenuo rose from .?9,000 to §20,- 
000 a year, there is good reason to be- 
lieve that if completed as proposed the 
revenue would increase within three 
years at least §8000 a year, without in- 
crease of cost of water,,„to ^ the users. 
In addition to this,-if Hie loan is car- 
ri^ tho sum of nearly .$15,000 owing 
by the water-works to the city could be 
paid, whleji would enable very impor- 
tant street work in various parts of 
the city to be carried out at once for 
tho general benefit of the citizens. 

It can hardly be thought that the 
present Mayof.'and<-Gourioil can have 
any personal interest in this loan. 
They will be out of office in about six 
months. do not propose putting 

on additional taxation even if tho loan 
is voted down as they have ths. city af- 
fairs well in ha»d and ,do not intend 
to expend more than the year's reven- 
ue ; but there is every probability that 
a very early following Council may, un- 
less t!ie loan is obtained, find them- 
selves called upon (in order to make 
up for necessary o.spes^iture on tho 
works) to add to tho present ^.'eal-ostate 
tax, and to tax very largely by way of 
water rates tjio property before which 
the pipes are laid, and also largely to 
increase tho present price of water to 
consumers. For my part, I deprecate 
this, believing fully in' "cheap water 
and plenty of it." 

I trust tliat my explanation of tho 
matter will be taken as it is given, 
simply to express 'Bjy'own Views ami 
without wishing to unduly influence 
votes I shall., ,bq.- perfect!}' satisfied 
whichever way'^ilj^e vote goes.

brandjfroiu tho burning." In this the 
preacher aucceododiJ -Danoide ab- 
jured Popery and with it the poor follow 
lost his reason, liis propertj' and hi.s life. 
He had read in his bogus bible that "not 
by bread alone shall man live but by every 
word that procoedeth out of the mouth of 
God;" so the poor simpleton determined 
to have nothing but tho bible for break- 
fast, dinner and supper,! 'He discarded 
bread, butter and beefsteaks and adopted 
tho spirtual diet recommended by his 

spiritual adviser. His daily fasting 

increased his lunacy and left him almost 
a skeleton; and at this tiino one of tho 
priests hero having hoard of thi.s singular 
cose ho called at Doncido's residence 
in order to reason with him on his 
irrational folly.

A few days ago tho Reading Coal and 
Iron Company and the^ Philadelphia, and 
Reading Railroad JOcS^Kkny^ 'su^ended 
payment. The capital of the two com- 
panies was 8175,000,000, thoii- monthly 
income 82,250,000. The raih-oad com- 
pany, before it became involved in min- 
ing speculations, was on of tho most 
prosperous institutions in tho United 
States. During the' war it did an" ira- 
nicnso businoss7.bitt>' Rsis V>fte)i''the iSSapr. 
prosperity was teo'm'iich for the heads''6f 
its managers. In an evil moment the 
company entered into tho busines.s of con- 
ducting collieries find iron mines. One 
investment followed another until at last 
more than ono-fourtli of tho entire out 
put of anthracite camo from tlioir mines 
Tlio enormous business ; of tho collieries 
and mines has been conducted at such a 
loss aa to absorb all tho earnings of the 
railroad. Dividends were paid regularly 
until 1875, but. with borrowed nionoj'. 
Each l^alf-year saw tho two companies 
plunge deeper into debt. In 1875 divi- 
dends stopped and a great fall in the 
value of share.i took place. From 44, at 
which they had been selling, they fell to 
35, and then, as tho desperate state of tho 
company's finances became known, prices 
entered upon a further, decline. A year 
ago sharos'h&d' dropped to' 11.' With the 
revival of last fall tnb value rose to 25 
and higher. On the announcement of 
the suspension shares fell to 12i and 
there they will probably remain until it 
can bo seen how much can bo saved from 
tho wreck. Tho fall of tho company is a 
far more iinportant event than the. sus- 
pension of Jay Cnoko & Co. inl875 vhich 
was tho first stop in the panic. But, unliko 
tho Ohusgow Bank, tho Rending Railroad 
Company falls when business is in a 
healthj' condition instead of the inflated 
state of 1875. It is safe to pordiot there 
will bo no widespread ruin of tho Read- ' 
ing collapse.

Less figuring 
and more earnest living will hasten it. 
The duration of the world, says tho 
Talmud, depends oh three things— jus- 
tice, truth and peace. 

Tho Rev. Francis Johnston, pastor 
of the Marshall street Baptist ciiurch, 
Edinburgh, died in that city outiio 7tli 
inst. Ho was.in tho 70th year of his 
age, and hftd'been a clergyman for 15 
years.

Chicago man referred to avers that tho 
blatant lecturer had searched the slums 
of, infidel writings for material.. His 
famous aphorism, 'A'ii honest God is 
the noblest work of maii,' was cribbed 
from a work published in London by 
Charles Blount in 1663, and some of 
his most pungent and foul allusions to 
Christianity and the clergy were taken 
from a work sq^ foul that its publica- 
tion and ciircula^iotii; haH been suppress- 
ed in its own counlry-r-namely; •♦The 
Life of tho Gods,' by'Sugene Baptiste 
Parupy, a Frenchman.

NBW'^Y^fBKjMay'2U.— ^Jeiwish circles 
in NowairK ate greatly excited just now 
over the funeral of Edward Rosenfold, 
a member of several Jewish benevolent 
lodges in Newark. He and his father 
failed in business, and Edward went to 
Canada, Thero ho was arrested, but 
was soon after liberated, upon giving 
security for the payment of G5 cents on 
the dollar. He still kept up his con- 
nection with Tabor Lodge No. 31, 
Bnai Beritb, and Star of Israel Lodge, 
and the Order of Kascher Lodge, and 
had insurance policies from them for 
SI, 000 each. It is also stated that he 
was insured in other companies. Last 
Wednesday his wife appeared in New- 
ark heavily draped in mourning. She 
had with her a large box containing 
a corpse, which she said was that of 
her husband. She had brought it to 
Newark for interment. The body was 
rapidly approaching decomposition, and 
the funeral was therefore hastened. It 
took place the same day. The lodges 
named attended. It was noticed that 
neither Mrs. • Rosenfeld, nor any rela 
tives showed much emotion. This and 
other circumstances, together with the 
decomposed state of the body, aroused 
suspicion among the lodge men that 
possibly they had been imposed upon 
with' a ^jiejj to getting the insurance 
money out of them, Last night Tabor 
Lodge met to consider tho matter, and 
resolved to investigate it full}'. A 
committee was appointed to go to Can- 
ada to make full enquiry.

WORKS PURPOSES. 



THE JIAYOR AND COUNCIL BEG 
to place Jjcforo . tlio Eatopayers . tho 
schemo pf the Wai^' ^'flrlw-fEngineor.for 
puttfng the .Cityj^iitp)s:WQ^S"m^ 
plete condition. iVfl'-i ' 

Tq,carry,OMt the work.a loaapf $7;'()',0C)O 
is nocbssaryj and'tlie following'partidulars 
place tho matter clearly as possible be- 
fore ^the Ratepayers for their judgment 
tlioreon. Should the loan be efieccod and 
the work carried out tho iiicieaso in vator 
rents resulting therefrom will bo about 
20 per cent." TJiis .increase within two 
years will bo ample to meet tho amount 
annually required for intoroafc andainkint; 
■ fund of tlio loan. . Tho Water Works at 
present aro heavily indebted to tho City 
for amounts taken from general revenue 
for reconstruction of tlio lioad works. 
This dxpenditurc was necessary in order 
to coutinuo'tho present supply of water 
and to: prevent tlio-ontiro dostruciion of 
the previously! cbnsfrudtod works at Bea- 
ver Lake. Tho said expenditure has ab- 
sorbed nearly tlio wholo of tho surplus re- 
venue. of tho City for tlio current year, 
and should it not bo repaid by means of 
a loan further works on streets .will bo 
impossible without increased taxation. 
The loan of §70,000, is intended to , carry 
out tneCsohemo of tho Wat'of Works En- 
gineer and to repay to the general revenue 
for public works the amount already ex- 
ponded at tho dam and elaowhero, which 
IS nearly §10,000. ,

greatest quantity of water in the City and 
to effectively supply tho high levels I 
would stjggest that the H inch main bo 
extended from Douglas street along Pan- 
dora street, say to the uuighborliood of 
the Royal Hospital, as that would give 
an elevation of 135 feet above high water 
mark tiuflScibhtly high to supply ^all the 
thick^^iJopulated parta'of 'the Oity..?."; 

A reServoir built at the point suggeijted 
would'-havo tho following advantages; 
Tho level of tho water -in the reservoir 
would bo 58 feet below tho level 
of the water in Elk Lake, and 48 
feet will bo available for the delivery 
of water from tlio above source which 
will give a theoretical delivery of 37,000 
gallons per hour; running continually will 
give a supply sufficient for a population of 
30,000 inhabitants allowing 25 gallons 
per head per day and by discharging 37,- 
000 gallons per hour 10 feet above tho 
level of the water in Reservoir and by 
causii^ it to pass through a hydraulic en- 
gine It will develop siifficieiit power to 
raise 3,000 gallons per hour through a 
6 inch pipe into the high service reser- 
voir which may bo built on tho high rock 
at the top of Fort street, at an elevation 
of 200 feet above high water mark, or 8 
feet abovo the level of tlie water in Elk 
Lake, and that quantityui^ould bo sufB- 
cient for a population of 3,000 inhabit- 
ants. It is intended that there will be 
no connection between tho service pipes 
of high and low service reservoirs except 
in case of fire. As to . aizo of reservoirs 
required, I would suggest that tho low 
service reservoir be built to hold 1,500,000 
gallons, or, say, 140 feet square and 12 
feet deep, and the high service ono to 
hold 60,000 gallons, or, say, 30 feet square 
and 12 feet deep; and while selecting the 
best plan for the construction of said re- 
flervoirs'I'may add thiit in all well regu- 
lated cities it is an ostablislied principle 
that in liuilding reservoir.') to contain water 
for d(jmestio use they should be built so 
as to be able to contain the greatest quan- 
tity of wator'in-the smallest possible area 
and covered so as to exclude the light, as 
light is very irijCTrious to \vatef stored in 
a resejxoir;.and intended for douiestic use; 
and to carry out that principle I propose 
to build the reservoirs by blasting out 4 
feet of the ruck and using tho rock pro- 
vided by that means for building tho bal- 
ance of tho wall, wliich would be 8 feet 
high, and that will make tho reservoir 12 
feet deep, tho roof to bo supported by cast 
iron columns. , The cost of;, .carrying, ^oijt- 
and completing tho abnvo-scho'mo'will hot' 
exceed SoO,000, to which must bo added 
§10,000 which will be required to com- 
plete tho filter beds; but should yuu sue 
fit to adopt the proposed^ scheme I-am 
prepared to furnish' you deUiilcd^lahs and 
specifications for tho samo. 

In conclusion I may add that I am 
aware that Tt is generally accepted as a 
fact that there is a natural reservoir at the 
head of Furt street and that there is no- 
thing to do but to turn tlio water into it;
